BEACH WARNING 
AFTER OIL SPILL 


By Matthew Stanton 

PEOPLE have been warned to keep 
off beaches in both Southend and 
Canvey Island following an oil 
spill. 

The oil leaked from a vessel off 
Canvey Beach on Sunday morning 
before spreading towards beaches 
in neighbouring Southend. 

The Port of London Authority 
(PL A), Environment Agency, 
Maritime and Coastguard Agency 


and Essex County Council are 
working to clear the spillage. 

A spokesman for the PLA said 
the oil would be cleared within a 
few days. 

He said the impact on wildlife 
was minimal, but the source of the 
spill, a ship in the River Thames, 
was being investigated. 

Andrew Smith, head co-ordinator 
for emergency planning at Castle 
Point Council, said: “We acted 
quickly on Sunday to assess the sit¬ 


uation and liaise with other agen¬ 
cies to deal with the incident. 

“We will continue to work with 
the other agencies involved to 
resolve the situation and reinstate 
the beach to its former condition.” 

Castle Point Council’s emergency 
response team removed deposits 
from the beach and foreshore while 
Southend closed off four miles of 
its shores from Sea-Life Adventure 
to the Shoebury Coastguard. 

Notices have been posted along 


all the affected areas with East 
Beach, in Shoebury, the worst hit. 

A Southend Council spokesman 
said: “Dark patches can be seen 
when the tide is in and oil is notice¬ 
able on seaweed. 

“It is not a case of thick black 
waves or birds washing up on the 
shores covered in oil - just black 
blotches. 

“We will now assess the situation 
and act after meeting pollution con¬ 
trol experts.”

MUM of two Vicki Chapman 
decided to take part in a chari¬ 
ty event just two days after a 
gruelling chemotherapy ses¬ 
sion. 

The hairdresser, from Leigh, 
was diagnosed with breast can¬ 
cer last November and recently 
held her 40th birthday party as 
a fundraising event for the 
Bosom Pals Appeal. 

The event was held at the 
Estuary Club in Leigh, and 
raised more than £1,700. 

The mother-of-two discov¬ 
ered she had breast cancer 
after months of experiencing 
painful breasts. 

“There seems to be this 
thinking that if you have pain, 


you haven’t got breast cancer, 
so initially my GP wasn’t con¬ 
cerned and just took me off the 
mini-pill,” she said. 

“Well, I had pain and 
although I never found a lump, 
I had breast cancer.” 

The diagnosis was made 
after Vicki was referred to 
Southend Hospital’s breast 
unit, where doctors eventually 
took out a 2.5cm tumour. 

Three months of chemother¬ 
apy - during which she took 
part in the Great Pier Walk for 
the Bosom Pals Appeal - fol¬ 
lowed. 

Vicki then had 24 sessions of 
radiotherapy and is now in 
remission. 


She decided to hold the 
birthday party as a way of say¬ 
ing ‘thank you’ for the care she 
received - and says she was 
overwhelmed by the support of 
the Leigh business community, 
which donated raffle and auc¬ 
tion prizes. 

Vicky said: “The care I got at 
the hospital was absolutely 
fantastic - there was always 
someone at the end of the 
phone if I wanted to ask a 
question about my treatment. 

“Having cancer has really 
made me look at things differ¬ 
ently; we even went camping 
in the summer holidays - me, 
who normally loves her luxu¬ 
ries.” 


WHEN Belle Howard’s 
prospective employers asked 
when she could begin her new 
post, they little expected her 
reply: ‘After I’ve undergone a 
double mastectomy and breast 
reconstruction, if that’s OK’. 

Belle, 40, had received the 
devastating diagnosis that she 
had at least two forms of can¬ 
cer in both breasts just two 
hours before a job interview at 
Southend Hospital. 

She recalled: “My consultant 
gave me the news and told me 
to go home and have a quiet 
day, but I had to get myself 
together for the interview. 

“Once I was there, I felt I had 
to be straight with them. 

“They were a panel of four, 
and when I told them, their 
jaws hit the floor.” 

Belle was offered the post as 
a trainee cytology screener, but 
it was six months before she 
was able to start her new role. 

Now, to say thank you Belle 
and her partner Allie, 36, are 
asking for donations to the 
Bosom Pals Appeal instead of 
wedding gifts at their civil part¬ 
nership ceremony in 
November. 

Belle’s nightmare began last 
November while on holiday at 
a Scottish cottage. 

The cottage had no shower 
and it was while Belle was tak¬ 
ing a bath that she noticed a 
lump, which disappeared when 
she sat up in the tub. 


“I always take showers, never 
baths, so if we hadn’t gone on 
that holiday, I would have been 
none the wiser,” she said. 

Within a week of her return 
Belle underwent a series of 
tests, which revealed she had 
invasive and difficult-to-detect 
ductal and lobal strains of can¬ 
cer within each breast, plus an 
aggressive strain. 

Although none of the cancers 
had spread to her lymph nodes, 
Belle made the decision to 
have a double mastectomy. 

Belle decided to have a DIEP 
- a new procedure combining 


mastectomy and reconstruc¬ 
tion, whereby the fat and tissue 
are taken from her stomach to 
create new breasts. 

She explained: “They take 
away the belly roll, just as they 
would with a tummy tuck - it’s 
left me with the flattest stom¬ 
ach Eve ever had!”

Our reunion brought back so many memories 


ON June 13, my sister and I 
joined six other evacuees 
all originally from the East 
End of London to spend 
four days in Cornwall. 

We relived an arduous 
journey from Paddington 
Station 70 years ago. 

The journey in 1940 
seemed endless. I remem¬ 
ber about halfway there, the 
train stopped and jovial sol¬ 
diers handed all the chil¬ 
dren, whose heads were out 
of the corridor windows, 
chocolate bars. _ 

We hadn’t eaten 
the whole jour¬ 
ney, nor had I 
stopped crying. 

My sister Betty 
tried her best to 
console me 
unsuccessfully, 

I’m afraid, until 
the chocolate was 
in my mouth! 

Now aged 76, 
the journey was 
pleasurable, joy¬ 
ous and full of anticipation, 
not to mention nostalgic. 

A very concerned couple 
couldn’t wait to drive us to 
our hotel in Mousehole and 
I couldn’t resist saying, ‘We 



are chosen first this time’. 

Our four-day stay was 
fantastic. Functions were 
planned for us in advance 
and some villagers actually 
recognised us. 


We were the fortunate 
ones who escaped the Blitz 
and were happy in a fairy¬ 
tale village. 

A buffet was held at the 
village school (the very 


same school we attended, 
we were told, although I 
couldn’t remember being 
there even though our 
names were on the 1940 list 
of pupils).

I WAS sent to Canada and the USA 
and the voyage alone was extremely 
dangerous. One ship full of children 
was sunk. 

I was four years old when my par¬ 
ents decided to send me away. 

The ship was full of children and 
first, we all ended up in Canada and 
from there I went first to stay with a 
young family who lived on Long 
Island, and then with an older couple 
in Yonkers, New York. 

Both families were very kind and 
generous. 

When the worst of the bombing was 
over, my parents wanted me back. The 
only way to return was to fly to 
Portugal and then get a RAF plane to 
England. 

I caught measles and couldn’t get on 
the next flight, which was lucky 
because it was shot down and every¬ 
one was killed. 

My parents thought I was on the 
plane so they were even more happy 
to see me when I did return.

MY friend Peggy and I were evacuat¬ 
ed to Cornwall. It was a most traumat¬ 
ic experience to see your friends being 
taken away by strangers.

I was eventually taken in by Mr and 
Mrs Couch (Auntie Etta and Uncle 
Charlie). They told me Peggy would 
be living next door, which was good. 


There was a harbour in Pentewan 
with a forces canteen which I helped 
in. When the American soldiers came, 
we were allowed to go on board their 
landing crafts and often, we were 
given chewing gum by the soldiers. 

In June this year, I went back for a 
reunion and it was a thrill to meet 
some friends who I had not seen for 
65 years. I also met up with 15 vil¬ 
lagers who were children with us.

MY brother and I were the last two 
left at the allocation in Somerset and 
were saved for a lady who couldn’t 
attend because she was working.

I was very sad when the local vicar 
said I could not visit my ‘aunt’ again 
as he thought it not appropriate to 
have a lad of 13 staying with an 
unmarried lady.

We also 
enjoyed fresh fish caught by 
the fisherman from a small gap 
in the barbed wire defences.

‘Wallasea funding is 
secure,’ says RSPB 


By Matthew Stanton 

REASSURANCES have been made 
that Europe’s largest wetland reserve 
will be built in Essex - despite concerns 
about Government funding cuts. 

The RSPB stressed multi-million 
pound plans to transform 744 hectares 
of agricultural land into salt marsh on 
Wallasea Island were secure. 

The announcement follows fears that 
finances for the £15.9billion Crossrail 
project would be targeted by the new 
coalition Government. 

Crossrail is key to the transformation 
of Wallasea because earth collected 
from London’s train stations will be 


used to create the reserve. 

Soil will be transported to a newly 
constructed jetty on Wallasea in July 
2011 after a River Crouch ship manage¬ 
ment plan was recently signed off. 

Hilary Hunter, RSPB’s Wallasea 
Island public engagement manager 
(pictured), said: “We have had reassur¬ 
ances from Crossrail that everything is 
still going ahead as planned. 

“This is the largest conservation and 
engineering project of its in kind in 
Europe and one of the most important in 
Essex’s history.” 

The wetland plan - twice the size of 
the City of London - involves creating 
six breaches in the sea wall surrounding 


Wallasea, allowing controlled waters to 
flood salt marsh on the island. 

The reserve - around the same size as 
900 football pitches - will attract a vari¬ 
ety of bird species including curlew, 
redshank, peregrine and little egret. 

A designated area will be constructed 
for water voles, wild bird cover will be 
sowed, five hides will be created and 
residents will be able to use 15km of 
new footpaths. 

Those lucky enough might get a 
glimpse of common seals, which are 
unique in colour due to minerals on the 
county’s coast.

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Investigation uncovers 
‘serious police failings’

AN INVESTIGATION into 
the way Essex Police dealt with 
the sexual assault of a mentally 
ill woman has found ‘serious 
failings’. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) confirmed there were 
‘singular and collective’ faults 
by police officers in their deal¬ 
ings with a 56-year-old victim. 

On two separate occasions in 
2007 she reported that her 
home was broken in to and she 
was subjected to a serious sex¬ 
ual assault on each occasion. 

The Commission found that 
officers dismissed the allega¬ 
tions because of her mental 
health history, leading to com¬ 
plaints to the IPCC from her 
family and GP. 

Later that year, a man plead¬ 
ed guilty to the offences and 
was jailed for six years after 
criminal proceedings were 
launched after the family’s 
inquiries. 

IPCC commissioner, Len 
Jackson, said: “Our investiga¬ 
tion found serious failings on 
the part of officers, both indi¬ 
vidually and collectively, in 
their response to allegations 
made by a vulnerable woman. 

“Her allegations deserved a 
far more sympathetic, profes¬ 
sional and determined 
response by Essex Police. 

“The lack of help and sup¬ 


port for this particular victim 
on two separate, traumatic 
occasions back in 2007 did not 
stem from poor policies - those 
policies, since updated, were in 
place. It stemmed from very 
poor policing and totally inad¬ 
equate supervision. 

“I remain saddened for the 
victim and her family who 
have conducted themselves 
with great dignity throughout 
these proceedings.” 

Mr Jackson said officers were 
‘adversely influenced’ by the 
woman’s mental health history. 

The report found the Force 
had failed to make arrange¬ 
ments for possible DNA evi¬ 
dence to be secured at the 
scene - despite the victim 
offering such documentation. 

IPCC, which finished inves¬ 
tigating in 2009, claimed that 
‘lessons have been learned’ 
and the contents of the Force 
policy on serious sexual 
assaults has been re-empha- 
sised to all frontline Essex 
police officers. 

The Commission released its 
findings after three officers 
were fined between five and 13 
days’ pay while a sergeant 
received a reprimand and a 
constable a caution. 

Andy Bliss, deputy chief 
constable of Essex Police, said 
the case was a ‘wake up call’ 
about the way it deals with 
people suffering from mental 
illness. 


He said: “I have personally 
apologised to the victim of 
these appalling and extremely 
distressing crimes. 

“The way we dealt with her 
allegations of rape was totally 
unacceptable. I would like to 
repeat publicly that sincere 
apology to her and her family 
on behalf of the Force. 

“The perpetrator of this evil 
and emotionally devastating 
crime has been caught and 
convicted, due to work by 
Essex detectives and the CPS. 

“However, that cannot 
detract from the clear failings 
identified by the IPCC in the 
way these matters were initial¬ 
ly dealt with.” 

Mental health charity Mind 
claims 60 per cent of its ser¬ 
vice users reported police did 
not take them seriously when 
they disclosed their condition. 

Chief executive, Paul Farmer, 
said: “Being the victim of and 
then reporting a crime is a trau¬ 
matic and daunting prospect 
for anyone, but it is truly 
shocking that the authorities, 
who should be there to support 
people, are discriminating 
against individuals with expe¬ 
rience of mental distress and in 
some cases, dismissing them. 

“People with mental health 
problems are not only far more 
likely to be the victims of 
crime but they are less likely to 
be able to get justice for crimes 
committed against them.”

SOUTHEND lifeboats were 
called out 66 times over the 
summer period for rescues. 

The RNLI released figures 
on Monday, which showed 
there had been a drop in inci¬ 
dents from the 85 in 2009. 

In total, Essex dealt with 
more than 200 reports - 
Harwich (49), Walton and 
Frinton (21), Clacton (36), 
West Mersea (19) and 
Burnham-on-Crouch (14). 


Andrew Ashton, RNLI divi¬ 
sional inspector for the East, 
said: “While the overall num¬ 
ber of callouts for our lifeboat 
crews are slightly down on last 
summer, the holiday period 
continues to be a busy time for 
the RNLI. 

“Volunteers were, as always, 
ready to respond to the call for 
help no matter what time of 
day or night and we’re very 
grateful to them for their com¬ 
mitment.” 

Mr Ashton said the reports 


included people cut off by the 
tide, stricken divers, canoeists, 
windsurfers and boats. 

In one case, a crew was 
launched to monitor the area 
while a controlled explosion of 
a Second World War mine was 
carried out.

THOUSANDS of Chlamydia testing kits will be 
sent to the homes of young people across Essex. 

NHS South East Essex will be posting around 
24,000 tests to those aged 18 to 24 in the area in 
an attempt in reducing the number of people 
with the most common sexually transmitted 
infection. 

In addition, 5,000 residents aged 22 to 24 will 
receive a letter inviting them to get more infor¬ 
mation about being tested. 

Dr Andrea Atherton, director of public health 
at NHS South East Essex, said: “I hope the 
young people who receive the kit will use it. 

“The benefits of taking this quick simple test 
far outweigh the risk of having an untreated 
infection which can cause chronic pain and may 
lead to infertility.” 

The postal Chlamydia testing kits are specific 
for males and females and will be posted out in 
discreet packaging. 

Each contains clear, detailed instructions, lab¬ 
oratory contact information and details of local 
NHS sexual health services.

Please stop 

wrecking 

Southend 

SOUTHEND grew and pros¬ 
pered as a Victorian and 
Edwardian seaside town, fre¬ 
quented by the well-heeled 
and working people alike. 

Its history goes beyond the 
introduction of the railway, but 
it was this that really launched 
the town as a tourist magnet. 

The pier, Royal Terrace and 
other grand residential areas, 
and a good number of public 
parks were created. 

There is a rich heritage that 
originates from those days. 
Tourism brought money and 
jobs to the town. 

In the last half century, this 
inheritance has been slowly 
but surely chipped away and 
parts of the town are a shabby 
reminder of former glories. 

That Southend still has visi¬ 
tors is in part due to its prox¬ 
imity to London and other 
large towns, in part due to its 
natural assets, and in part due 
to some of its history and for¬ 
mer beauty still evident in iso¬ 
lated pockets. 

Southend looks unloved, and 
is not helped by some bizarre 
and ugly development. 

Change is to be expected, 
and progress is a good thing. 
However, Essex’s largest 
conurbation is victim to devel¬ 
opments that ignore its history. 

This is making the place not 
just a less attractive home, but 
also less enticing to visitors. 

In the days when staycations 
are becoming more popular, 


Southend should be in a posi¬ 
tion to prosper. 

The neglect, and on occa¬ 
sions wanton destruction, has 
been overseen by a Tory 
administration that has man¬ 
aged to protect some parts of 
the town, while allowing shab¬ 
by and overcrowded streets to 
be created in others. 

We have a pier that has had 
little done to it since devastat¬ 
ing fires destroyed parts of it. 
Plans that do emerge from 
time to time are fantastical and 
out of character. 

The cliffs slippage in 
Westcliff has been an eyesore 
for some years. Council tree 
felling created it; the council’s 
inertia has kept it since. Plans 
for a museum here will mean 
the removal of more greenery 
from a town already suffering 
an abundance of concrete. 

The Beecroft Art Gallery has 
been allowed to rot, the Palace 
Theatre has had a chequered 
history, and the supporter-built 
Roots Hall Stadium is likely to 
fall prey to developers. 

For a town that has an inti¬ 
mate relationship with water, it 
is a bad and dangerous idea to 
move its public swimming 
pool to an inaccessible for 
many part of the town. 

For all the preceding, 
Southend is a good town, but 
it could be better. 

The remaining heritage 
should be cherished, and 
development sympathetic to 
the town’s character. 

All is not lost, for despite the 
best efforts of the local Tories 
Southend has its attractions. 

My fear, though, is that the 
remaining good bits will slow¬ 
ly and surely disappear unless 
there is a change at the Civic 
Centre -there is only one way 
to stop Tory vandalism and 
that is to vote them out.

My memories 
of the Blitz 

I WAS about five years old 
when the Blitz began. 

We lived in Whitechapel 
Road, where my father had a 
pharmacy, next to The Jewish 
Times newspaper, Roans pram 
shop, at the junction with 
Brady Street, and opposite the 
Whitechapel Mission. 

Because my father gave 
advice to customers regarding 
treatment, he was known as 
‘the Doctor of Whitechapel’ 

(in those days, patients had to 
pay GPs for consultations). 

Our air raid shelter was the 
Crossman & Mann brewery, a 
few yards to our left. 

We went there every evening 
when the siren went off, and I 
remember vividly the first 
occasion, when my father 
stood at the solid iron gates of 
the brewery, calling, ‘Women 
and children first! ’ 

We then went across the 
courtyard and down a flight of 
steps, to be confronted by a 
smell I knew so well - the 
smell of beer, because every 
morning our cat used to stag¬ 
ger into my bedroom, cross¬ 


eyed and reeking of booze! 

The fatal night, our last in 
Whitechapel, my father, for no 
reason known to me, took us 
to the Whitechapel Mission. 

Just as we entered the 
Mission, my mother and I 
were flung down the steps to 
our shelter by a bomb blast. 

When the all-clear sounded, 
we emerged from the Mission 
to be confronted by the sight 
of our shop, it’s windows shat¬ 
tered, and doors blown off. 

People were rushing up and 
down the road yelling, ‘The 
Doctor's shop has gone!’ It 
was reported that the brewery 
had received a direct hit. 

As we entered our shop, I 
saw those traditional green, 
red and blue flasks in the 
right-hand window, pierced 
with shards of glass. 

We picked our way over the 
glass-strewn floor and up the 
stairs to our flat. On my bed 
was the bonnet of a car! 

My parents quickly gathered 
some things, and we left 
Whitechapel Road on a bus 
from outside the Royal 
London Hospital, bound for 
Paddington Station and thence 
to my father’s ancestral home 
in Port Talbot, South Wales. 

The railway line behind our 
train was bombed just before 
we reached the Severn Tunnel, 
but we were safe. 

A few days later, a bomb, 
that seemed to be screaming 
down towards our house, 
demolished three houses with¬ 
in 200 yards of us during an 
air raid on Swansea docks. 

My family was so fortunate, 
despite our loss, but I have 
never been able to forget how 
much sorrow was caused to 
less fortunate people - and I 
had friends who lost brothers 
on the Normandy beaches.

AS compensation for growing 
old, I feel privileged to have 
lived through 1940, during 
which the most momentous 
events in British history took 
place - Dunkirk, Battle of 
Britain and the London Blitz. 

Above all, Britishness was at 
its most British, before the 
ongoing eradication of that 
identity got under way. 

The spirited defiance of the 
Cockney people and their 
refusal to consider surrender 
was an apt back up to the RAF 
victory. 

Of many incidents I recall 
seeing an elderly lady carried 
from her wrecked home cov¬ 
ered in blood. 

Yet she was painfully damn¬ 
ing Hitler, not for her injuries, 
but for breaking the old teapot 
that had been her mother’s. 

Then she quietly died still 
tightly clutching the lid of the 
broken pot. 

I am proud to be a fellow 
Cockney and mortified at the 
post-war eclipse of our cul¬ 
ture.

L OOKING at Sean Lock, you’d 
never guess he was once a 
labourer, but before striking it 
lucky as a comedian, building sites 
were his bread and butter.

Q. A house in our road is practically falling 
down. It’s in a terrible state. Can anything be 
done? 

A. That rather depends on whether there’s anyone 
still living there or not. 

If the property is empty, and has been for more 
than 6 months, then your local authority may decide to make something called an 
Empty Dwelling Management Order. 

Brought into being by the 2004 Housing Act, EDMOs basically entitle local authorities 
under certain circumstances to take possession of empty residential properties, do 
them up, and then rent them out. 

An interim EDMO lasts for up to a year, during which time the council will make every 
effort to agree a plan with the owner to bring the property back into use. If no agreement 
is forthcoming, or if the owner simply cannot be traced, then a final EDMO can be 
made, effectively turning the property into local authority housing for up to 7 years. 

In case anyone reading this is scared that they could suddenly find council tenants 
ensconced in their precious holiday home, I should emphasise that a EDMO can only 
be made with the approval of an independent property tribunal, which must first be 
satisfied that the property concerned has been unoccupied for at least 6 months, and 
that none of the various exceptions apply. Holiday homes, for example, are exempt. So 
too are properties that are subject to probate as a result of bereavement, and those that 
are genuinely on the market for sale or to let. In any case, EDMOs can always be 
terminated early if the owners decide they want to sell, or live there themselves. 

If, on the other hand, the property you are concerned about is still occupied, then I’m 
afraid your only real option is to try and persuade the people living there to get things 
sorted. If he/she/they won’t co-operate, then there’s not really very much else you can 
do, unless the state of the property is so bad that it is actually dangerous to passers- 
by and neighbours, or if it is creating a serious nuisance or health hazard - for example, 
if it is infested with rats. Then, the local authority may be able to step in.

SECURITIES FOR LANDLORDS 

Landlords have traditionally required tenants to provide a deposit, as a pre-condition to granting a 
tenancy. This offers the landlord some security against damage and rent arrears, subject to the 
terms of the agreement and providing an inventory/condition schedule is in place. 

Since April 2007, it is now compulsory for landlords to protect tenancy deposits, with a choice of 2 
schemes, the custodial based scheme or two insurance based schemes if they wish to hold onto 
the deposit. The introduction of Tenancy Deposit Protection has led many landlords to review the 
way they set up tenancies, and to consider extra measures or alternatives to protect their interests. 

Rental guarantee insurance products have become widely available over the past few years. These 
can be accessed through letting agents or direct from insurance providers. The length of cover can 
be from 6 month to 12 months and can be renewed if the same tenant resides in the property. Most 
products cover for rent arrears and legal fees for possession proceedings, but landlords will need 
to check the terms of coverage and details as the range available is quite broad. 

Guarantors are now being asked for on a more regular basis especially when letting to tenants on a 
low income or in receipt of benefits. A guarantor is an individual, normally a homeowner, who will 
accept liability on behalf of the tenant for breaches of the tenancy agreement. Guarantors, along 
with tenants, will also be referenced with accredited referencing company and will sign the tenancy 
agreement before the tenants along with a deed of guarantor. During the course of the tenancy the 
guarantor should be sent correspondence relating to the tenant if the tenant is in breach of the 
terms of the tenancy agreement. 

Rent in advance. Many landlords/agents require tenants to pay the first months rent and a months 
security deposit in advance of signing a tenancy. However some landlords are taking two months 
rent in advance and no deposit. With this all monies taken in advance must be used as rent and 
stated clearly in the tenancy agreement as rent. Therefore monies received as rent cannot be 
withheld against the property when the tenant vacates. Any monies held by the landlord and then 
refunded to the tenant at the end of the tenancy must be protected. 

Bonds. Some tenants who are unable to afford a deposit are able to apply to the council for a 
bond. Bonds usually take the form of a written guarantee from the council to the landlord. The 
council states that they will pay up to a maximum sum against any damage or rent arrears. As 
these schemes vary from council to council it is best to read the small print. But with no money 
involved there is no need for the tenancy deposit to apply.

Price fall represents 
opportunity to buy a new home 

Falling property prices presents people with a great opportunity to buy a new home for 
less money, but it would appear that more people are opting to rent property instead. 
Two reports released this week shows a clear picture of what is happening in the 
market at the moment, as far as consumers are concerned. 

Data released by Rightmove reveal that residential property prices in England and 
Wales fell for a third consecutive month in September and have lost half the gains they 
made in the six months of the year. 

Rightmove said asking prices fell 1.1% this month, following drops of 1.7% in August 
and 0.6% in July. Consequently, the annual rate of growth slipped to 2.6% from 4.3%. 
The report compliments other property price indices which show that residential 
values have stumbled in recent months. 

However, while property price falls presents would-be homeowners with a great 
opportunity to get a foot on the housing ladder, it appears that most people are opting 

to rent instead. 

Separate research released by the Association of Residential Lettings Agents (ARLA) 
shows that rental voids have fallen to their lowest level for eight years, with rental 
demand continuing to soar. 

The average void period has fallen from 3.6 weeks in the second quarter of this year to 
3.2 weeks. In the south-east, the average void period is just 2.9 weeks, according to 
agents taking part in the latest ARLA survey 

Ian Potter, operations manager of ARLA, said: “The rental market is incredibly strong 

at the moment.” 

Uncertainty ahead of huge government spending cuts and ongoing difficulties in 
securing a mortgage are the main reasons for the rise in the volume of people seeking 

rental accommodation. 

While the ARLA report will undoubtedly please private landlords nationwide, those 
people renting will never see a return on their money

Tread carefully 



M ORE than half of 
motorists can’t 
remember the last 
time they checked their 
tyres and a third had no 
idea what the correct pres¬ 
sure was for their car tyres. 

Those were the results of 
research undertaken by the 
RAC Foundation in the run 
up to the launch of the Tyre 
Industry Council’s Tyre 
Safety Campaign. 

Welcoming the campaign, 
Kevin Delaney, RAC 
Foundation’s head of traffic 
and road safety comment¬ 
ed: “Tyres can play a signifi¬ 
cant and sometimes even 
lethal part in road traffic col¬ 
lisions. 

“Their condition can, in 
some circumstances, mean 
the difference in life and 
death of a driver and his 
passengers.” 

The amount of tyre in con¬ 
tact with the road at any 
time is no greater than a 
human footprint. 

Tyres which are worn 
below 2mm are less likely to 
be able to maintain contact 
with a wet road surface and 
are more likely to aquaplane 
in heavy rain. 

At 1.6mm of tread, a tyre 
is much more likely to punc¬ 
ture as pieces of broken 
glass, nails, tacks or other 
debris come into contact 
with it. 


There may be as many as 
six million illegal tyres (less 
than 1.6mm depth) on 
Britain’s cars. 

As many as one in four 
motorists interviewed by the 
Foundation admitted that 
they may have a defective 
tyre as a spare. 

The most likely reasons for 
motorists not checking tyre 
tread depth were people 
didn’t know what the mini¬ 
mum was, they didn’t have 
anything to check it with or 
didn’t know how, or they 


leave it until the car goes in 
for a service. 

Tyres are an essential part 
of a vehicle’s suspension, 
absorbing road shock. 

Worn sidewalls can badly 
affect road holding and are 
more likely to ‘blow out’, 
causing a sudden loss of 
control. 

Excessively high or low 
pressures, or pressures 
which vary widely between 
tyres on the same axle, can 
also badly affect road hold¬ 
ing.

FORMER Southend United and Grays Athletic 
midfielder Stuart Thurgood has been forced to 
quit the game through injury. 

The 28-year-old, who was contracted to 
Dagenham & Redbridge, has failed to recover 
from four operations on his knee, including 
having the cartilage removed. 

Thurgood began his career at Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur before playing for Spurs legend Steve Per¬ 
ryman at Japanese club Shimizu S-Pulse. 


He returned to England in 2001 to play for 
Southend United and stayed for three years 
before joining Grays Athletic. 

After a loan spell with Gillingham, he joined 
former Grays boss Mark Stimson at the Kent 
club on a permanent basis. 

He failed to make an impact there and 
rejoined Grays in 2009 after two loan spells 
back at The Rec. 

The former England C international then 
joined John Still’s Dagenham & Redbridge at
